Thank you for your letter of August 21. I 
share fully your dismay at the nedia speculation 
about the scope and nature of the investigation 
being conducted by the United States Attorney in 
Baltloore.

As you know, a considerable number of people

Thus, the unfair publicity, 
that you and I equally deplore, does not consist of 
leaks of a grand Jury proceeding. Leeks of grand 
Jury proceedings are, of course, subject to original 
sanction; but leaks at prior stages of an investi- 
gation ere not. If any of the leaks In question 
are frca Department -of Justice personnel, depart- 
mental regulations will apply. They state as 
follows: 

"At no time shall personnel or the Department 
of Juotlcc furnish eny statement or Informa- 
tion for the purpose of kifluencir.g the outcome 
of a defendant's trial, nor shall personnel 
of the Department furnish any statement or 
Information, which could reasonably be 
expected to be disseminated by means of public 



cofrjaun teat Ion, if such a statement or lnfor- 
nation nay reasonably be expected to Influence 
the outcome of a pending or future trial." 
Departmental regulations provide a range of adminis- 
trative sanctions up to and including dismissal. 

United States Attorney Beau and I appreciate 
your past and present offers of cooperation in the 
investigation. Certainly you should and will be 
given an opportunity to tell the prosecution all 
that you Kish. 

Ut ne assure you that, as 1 stated last SundAy 
and have Indicated again this week, I am taking 
every reasonable step in an attoicpt to ensure the 
Integrity of tho Investigative process and to 
prevent any unfair publicity that way stem fron 
Justice Department sources. Hopefully, other 
sources will bo restrained by the senso of decency 
and propriety which the present circumstance 30 
obviously demands ,
